Oct 26, 1976, we forwarded to ANS an alphabetized, file card listing 
of 170 important features appearing in Coin World from March 17, 1976, 
through November 3, 1976, following the suggested format. This material 
in list form is enclosed, to give you an idea of our selections. 

A most curious and limited selection of our listings appeared in the 
next issue of Numismatic Literature ; we never knew what criteria the 
editor used.

Thanks for your note of 2 August. We don't have the Russian 
Numismatic dictionary; in any event, it would appear to be a straight 
translation from the 1976 work by Feniger and friends.

As far as my book's concerned, I gather 
it's doing alright, although it's difficult getting concrete information 
from the publisher.

Dear Mr. Newman: 

By now, you may have heard that the Society's first annual Americas 
Conference is taking place, from November 30 to December 2. We at the 
museum are hoping for a successful series of meetings, bringing together 
collectors, scholars, and the general public in an exchange of information 
and views which we hope will be instructive and enjoyable at the same 
time, of benefit to American numismatics itself. 

As you may also know, our first year's topic centers on American 
copper coinage, from the first private and state efforts under the 
Confederation, through the establishment of the Mint, and on to the 
passing of the large cent and its half from the American monetary scene 
after 1857. Inevitably, when we were holding our first organizational 
meeting and thinking about prospective speakers, your name came up. 

At this point, we need papers in all categories. The papers do not 
have to be lengthy; twenty minutes or so would be ideal, and we would 
then have some time for comments and discussion. We're hoping to publish 
the results of our Conference (papers, etc.) under the aegis of the 
Society, both this time and in the years to come. 

We also need exhibits for our Conference, since the display of 
interesting coins is one more way of exchanging information. I plan a 
small generalized presentation of coins from the Clapp collection and 
other sources, but I hope that copper specialists will also bring in 
exhibits in their particular fields of interest. As with papers, we need 
displays in all areas of early copper coinage. If you have some ideas 
here (or know of someone else who might be interested), please advise.

We have discussed the Early American Coppers Conference by telephone. 

I also have your letter of January 27, 1984. In the Vermont field, you 
might ask David Bowers if he wishes to participate. 

In the Machin’s Mills field, I would recommend that Gary A. Trudgen, 

3103 Chatham Road, Endwell, NY 13760, be asked as he has recently written 
on the subject and is still doing research on it. 

I might also do something on the Machin's Mills field. 

In the half cent field, I believe you should add the name of Boger Cohen 
if the others you suggested do not want to submit papers. 

If Don Partrick has done any research or wishes to give a paper on the 
Colonial area, he could be asked, but I am not aware that he is qualified 
by having written anything previously. 

I think it would be very important to have Herb Silverman participate. 

I mentioned to you that I thought the subject of tokens of the period 
should be added , even if it has to be limited to the overstriking of 
those tokens by the U. S. Mint. 

Robert Julian should be given the opportunity to participate as he has 
done so much on early Mint practices. 

The idea of Kolbe talking about literature is a good one. 

As I pointed out to you, it would be important if small subjects taking 
only about 10 minutes to present could be included as that would widen 
participation and stimulate further research. 

Please let me know what responses might come in so that I might be more 
helpful.
